Councilman Ashley Named 
President of Vigilance 
Committee to Move Ne- 
groes From Ward—To Use 
Peaceful Measures. 


By the flickering light of an old- 
fashioned lantern and a single oll 
burner, 200 citizens of the fourth ward, 
including some of its most prominent 
citizens and the ward’s entire delega- 
tion in general council, met last night 
in a school room of the North Boule- 
vard schoolhouse and organized a citi- 
zens’ vigilance committee, the purpose 
of which will be to oppose by a de- 
termined effort the further encroach- 
ment of negroes into the white resi- 
dential sections of their ward. 

Stirring speeches were made, which 
plainly denoted the attitude of the citi- 
gens of this community. It became 
known that last Friday night a com- 
mittee of citizens notified four negro 
families who have recently moved into 
white sections of this community to 
move. Two of these families have ac- 
ceded to their wishes, and, it is under- 
stood, that the others are preparing 
likewise. 

Keep Back “Black Tide.” 

The meeting, as explained at the out- 
set, was called for the purpose of de- 
vising peaceable means, if possible, of 
throwing back the “black tide” which 
is said to be creeping into the white 
sections and has caused dozens of white 
families in this seation of the city to 
move from their homes, sacrificing 
their properties at low prices. 

Claude Ashley, councilman from the 
ward, stated that organized resistance 
on the part of the whites had become 
necessary as the result of the state su- 
preme court having nullified the city 
of Atlanta’s segregation ordinance, 
which made it unlawful for negroes to 
move into white cohmunities. 

“It is to be regretted that such vig- 
orous action, as I believe will be neces- 
Sary, has to be taken to maintain the 
Superiority of our race in this com- 
munity,” said Councilman Ashley. 
“Buch action would not be- necessary 
had our supreme court nobly declared 
as the Kentucky supreme court did, in 
the test case of the Louisville segrega- 
tion ordinance, ‘that Atlanta had done 
well to pass such a segregation ordi- 
ance,’ instead of nullifying it by con- 
Btitutional process.” 

Ashiey Named President. 

At the close of his address, Council- 
man Ashley was made president of the 
organization. 

Alderman Albert Thomson's name 
was suggested for secretary, as was L. 
C. Green's, a real estate agent. Both 
declined to run for the office. Harry 
lynn was chosen to serve as secretary. 

Councilman A. W. Farlinger, who 
had just come into the city on a train, 
at this point of the meeting walked 
into the room. Amid the cheers of the 
half-visible men, dimly seen in the 
shadows, he was greeted and a moment 
later elected as vice president of the 
organization. CC. A. Tappan was chosen 
treasurer. 

Councilmen Farlinger 
proposed that a big rally 
the fourth ward citizens be held in 
the Sunday school room of the Grace 
Methodist church on Friday night, when 
the nezxroes would be given final warn- 
ing not to exercise themselves of their 
constitutional privileges as set down 
by the supreme court of the state of 
Georgia, in nullifying, recently, the 
Atlanta segregation ordinance. 
Ministers Are Present. 
ministers attended the meet- 
ing. Dr. A. A. Little, pastor of West- 
minster Presbyterian church, declared 
that the time had now come for the cit- 
izens of the community to take action, 
and to take whatever action might be 
necessary to protect the ideals and 
man ptnese of their community. 

Souncilman Farlinger moved that 
Irwin street, on the south, and Fort 
street on the west, be re-established 
as “dead lines” between the white and 
negro settlements, and that the negroes 
who now live within these limits be 
iven ample time to move, being made 
to fully understand the consequences 
provided they did not move. 

An amicable settlement with the ne- 
groes by mutual conferences was urged 
by W. A. Featherstone, one of the offi- 
clals of Grace Methodist church. 

Fix “Dead Lines.” 

At this suggestion Councilman Far- 
linger moved that a conimittee of five 
be appointed to confer with leading ne- 
groes, the conference to be held before 
Friday night, and the committee to 
report the results of the conference 
to the mass meeting at the Grace 
Methodist church. 

Councilman Ashley, as _ president, 
named the following citizens on this 
eonference committee: Alderman Al- 
bert Thomson, Joseph A. Hill, W. S. 
Featherstone, W. A. Farlinger and Dr. 
A. A. Little. 

Councilman Farlinger then moved 
that the president appoint a vigilance 
committee, composed of one citizen 
who resides on each block of the “dead 
lines” adopted by the meeting.

Washington, October 5.—Germany | 
has acceded to the American demands | 
for settlement of the Arabic case. The 
government through its am- 
bassador, Count von Bernstorff, dis- 
avows the sinking of the vessel, an- 
nounces that it has so notified the 
submarine commander who made the 
attack, expresses regret for the loss 
of Ameriacn lives and agrees to pay 
an indemnity to the families of Ameri- 
cans lost. ; 

Official Washington was both grati- 
fied and relieved by the diplomatic vic- 
tory. The communication delivered to 
Secretary Lansing today by the am- 
bassador pursuant to general instruc- 
tions from his government spread ab- 
solute confidence that there would be 
no more submarine controversies be- 
tween the United States and Germa- 
ny, for the document reveals that str‘n- 
gent orders have been given to sub- 
marine commanders to prevent a re- 
currence of such incidents as the 
Arabic. 

Since this case embraces the prin- 
ciples for which President Wilson con- 
tended in his notes following the tor- 
pedoing of the Lusitania and Falaba 
concessions made by Germany to the 
American viewpoint were generally re- 
garded tonight as paving the way for 
amicable settlement of all the cases 
which have threatened severance of 
diplomatic relations between the two 
countries,

Now for Great Britain. 

With settlement of the Arabic con- 
troversy the dispatch to Great Britain 
of the long delayed American note on 
interference with rade is expected 
within a few days. President Wilson 
has refused consistently to send this 
communication while the issues with 
Germany were pending because the 
Berlin government had. through its 
notes, given the impression that on 
the action which the United . States 
took with one set of belligerents de- 
pended its own conformity to interna- 
tional law. As the tissues with Ger- 
many appear now to be adjusting 
themselves, the president, it is known, 
feeis free to press Great Britain for 
a modifieation of the orders in coun- 
cll and restrictions of American trade. 

It was not until the German ambassa- 
dor submitted his letter at nearly 1 
o'clock today that the change in the re- 
lations between Germany and the United 
States became definite. Until that 
hour the suggestions which Count von 
Bernstorff had made were considered 
unsatisfactory. In New York last Sat- 
urday the ambassador had submitted 
a draft of a letter on the Arabic case, 
but since it did not include admission 
of liability and agreement to pay in- 
demnity, its terms were not accepta- 
ble to either President Wilson or Sec- 
retary Lansing. Today he came to 
Washington at the request of Mr. Lan- 
sing. In a few minutes-he learned of 
the American government's objections 
and in return gave oral assurances that 
these would be promptly overcome. 
Returning to the embassy the ambas- 
sador redrafted the letter originally 
delivered in New York and sent it by 
messenger to the state department. 

Text of German Disavowal. 

Secretary Lansing carried it to the 
white house and shortly afterward an- 
nounced its text, which follows: 

“My Dear Mr. Secretary: Prompted 
by the desire to reach a satisfactory 
agreement with regard to the Arabic 
incident, my government has given me 
the following instructions: 

“The orders issued by his majesty, 
the emperor, to the commanders of 
the German submarines—of which I 
notified you on a previous occasion— 
has been made so stringent that the 
recurrence of incidents similar to the 
Arabic case is considered out of the 
question, 

“According to the report of Comman- 
der Schneider, of the submarine which 
Sank the Arabic, and his affidavits, as 
well as those of his men, Commander 
Schneider was convinced that the Ara- 
bic intended to ram the submarine. 

“On the other hand, the imperial 
government does not doubt the good 
faith of the affidavit of the British 
officers of the Arabic, accordin to 
which the Arabic did not intend to 
ram the submarine. The attach of 
the submarine was undertaken against 
the instructions issued to the com- 
mander. The imperial government re- 
grets and disavews this act and has

Rainbow and Has Been 
Crowded With Horde of 
Speculators in War Stocks. 


New York, October 5.—Members of 
the New York stock exchange took 
action today to curb the nation-wide 
speculation in so-called war stocks 
whose rapidly soaring values have led 
a runaway market through million and 
million and a half share days. 

Banks, trust companies and finan- 
cial houses of New York, fearful of a 
sudden break, have set the financial 
brakes and applied pressure on stock 
exchange houses to diminish, if not 
entirely end, the riot of speculation. 
Many exchange houses responded to 
that pressure today by notifying their 
clients that they would have to dou- 
ble the amount of margins in these 
specialties. Heretofore the chief spec- 
ulative stocks, with a few notable ex- 
ceptions, have been carried on a 30- 


point margin. 

Many buyers today were unable to} 
comply with the demand for more mar-~ 
gin and a wave of selling orders car- 
ried stocks down from 4 to 15 points. 
A recovery came later, but the close 
was off 3 to 10 points from the high 


level. 

The stock exchange’s governing 
committee decided that something 
should be done to curb speculation, 
and as the demand for more margin 
seemed to be sufficient for the first 
step, it concluded simply to sound a 
warning by calling the attention of al! 


members to resolutions already in 


force. 
Notice Sent to Members. 


The following notice was sent to 


every holder of a seat: 

“IT am instructed to call the atten- 
tion of members of the exchange to 
the following resolutions adopted by 
the governing committee, with the re- 
quest that they particularly admonish 
their branch office managers to be 
constantly guided by said resolutions 
in the performance of their duties: 

“'That the taking or carrying of a 
speculative account or the making of 
a speculative transaction in which a 
clerk of the exchange, or of a mem- 
ber of the exchange, or of a _ bank, 
trust company, banker or insurance 
company, is directly or indirectly in- 
terested, unless the written consent of 
the employér has oeen first obtained, 
shall be deemed an act detrimental to 
the interest and welfare of the ex- 
change. 

“"That every member of the ex- 
change be required to use due dili- 
gence to learn the essential facts re- 
lating to every account accepted by 
himself or by his clerks or repre- 
sentatives, and also relating to the 
possible use of a name for the ac- 
count other than that of the party 
interested. 

“That the acceptance and carrying 
of an account for a customer, either a 
member or a non-member, without 
proper and adequate margin, may con- 
stitute an act detrimental to the in- 
terest and welfare of the exchange 
and the offending mémber may be 
proceeded against under section 8, of 
article XVII., of the constitution.’ ” 

Banks Grew Uneasy. 

Today’s action neither was hasty nor 
unconsidered. For more than a week 
the banks have been somewhat uneasy 
over the market. 
Wall street has appeared as the pot 
of gold at the end of the rainbow 
which stretched over the entire coun- 
try. Tales of fabulous riches to be 
made in stock market gambling have 
made the financial section the mecca 
of a horde of speculaters from coast 
to coast. 

Typical of a hundred others is the 
story of a man who came to Wall 
street four or five months ago with 
less than $1,000 and today its worth 
more than $100,000. Of the man who 
lost there is no story told, yet the 
records of brokers’ offices show that 
he is in the great majority. 
‘Speculation has been confined chiefly 
to the stocks of certain companies re- 
ported to have received enormous war 
orders. In most cases the amounts of 
war orders have been greatly exag- 
gerated. Notable instance is the case 
of the American Car and Foundry com- 
pany, whose stock fell fourteen points 
over night on a statement issued by its 
president denying that its war orders 
totaled between $50,000,000 and $75,- 
000,000 and setting forth the true 
amount, approximately $7,000,000. 

Some Great Jumps. 

Bethlehem Steel stands at the top of 
the speculative list. Last year it sold 
as low as a fraction above 26. Today 
it touched 400. Crucible Steel, selling 
today at 103, was sold for about a third 
of this five months ago. Westinghouse 
was up today to 137, a tremendous ad- 
vance over its selling price of a few 
months ago. Incidentally dealings in 
Westinghouse, relatively inconsider- 
able six months ago, today topped the 
amount of United States Steel sold, the

FATHER LEADS IN RAID;

A sensational raid of an alleged gam- 
‘bling den at 24 Houston street, culmi- 
nating in the arrest of eight men, and 
at the instigation of J. B. Daniel, prom- 
inent contractor living at 556 Ponce de 
Leon avenue, father of one of them, 
was staged shortly after 10 o’clock Tues- 
day night by Detectives Burnett, Mad- 
'dox, Moon and Wagner. 

The eight were registered as J. M. 
Daniel, aged 28, 556 Ponce de Leon 
avenue: Pat Williams, aged 32, a sales- 
man living at 362 South Pryor street; 
R. F. Ware, aged 22, a salesman living 
at 24 Houston street; W. E. Walker, 
aged 23, a salesman living at 580 Ponce 
de Leon avenue; R. D. Moss, aged 40, 
agent, 24 Houston etreet; J. M. Lane, 
aged 35, an agent, living at 227 Court- 
land street; J. A. Marks, aged 25; a 
contractor, living at 24 Houston street, 
and J. R. MacEachron, aged 42, an 
architect, living at the Aragon hotel. 

According to the detectives, they had 
i been told by ‘Mr. Daniel there was a 

gambling den being run at 24 Houston 
‘street. He said that his son had been 
going there, and was being ruined by 
the associations. 

They went to the Houston street ad- 
laress shortly before 10 o’clock last 
night and after an investigation found 
the eight men there. They stated toa 
reporter for The Constitution that they 
had enough evidence to convict Marks 
of running a gambling house and the 
others of gaming. 

Charges of disorderly conduct were 
booked against the eight. 

Just as the detectives were walking 
into the station sergeant’s office at 
headquarters young Daniel broke into 
a tirade against his father, stating that 
he didn’t want him to make bond for 
him or try and get him out. 

He stated that he didn’t do anything 
and had no home. | 

It was at that juncture that Mr. Dan- 
iel stated that he was going to quit 
work, if necessary, and give up every- 
thing until he hed hounded the a}- 
leged gamblers into police court and 
had a sentence imposed upon them. 

“IT am not going to stop until I see 
that business of ruining young boys 
stopped,” stated Mr. Daniel, “and I am 
going to start by saving my own boy 
first. I am going after them if it takes 
me ten years.” . 

Later in the evening Mr. Daniel 
signed a bond of $1090 for his son but 
the latter refused to come out of his 
cell and was left in the station house.

Bowling Green, Mo., October 5.—For 
the second time Mrs. W. B. Hawkins, 
wife of the sheriff of Pike county, 
saved the life of Harrison Rose, a 
negro prisoner charged with murder, 
by parleying with a mob that had in- 
vaded the Pike county jail at 1 o’clock 
this morning while the sheriff formed 
a posse of citizens. 

The posse of fifty armed men, among 
whom were Champ Clark and his son, 
Bennett, arrived at the jail a few min- 
utes after the mob had fled. A month 
ago the sheriff's wife similarly held 
off a mob until the mayor and prose- 
cuting attorney arrived. Rose the 
negro, is charged with Stabbing a 
farmer to death with a pitchfork. 

Last midnight the mob called on 
Sheriff Hawkins to surrender Rose, and 
when he refused they battered down 
the outer doors. While two held the 
sheriff, others held revolvers to his 
forehead and commanded him to tel] 
where he had hidden the keys ~- to 
; Rose’s cell. While they were Pound- 
\ ing on the inner jail door with sledge 
hammers the sheriff escaped and gave 
the alarm.

London October 5.—Greece is now 
the central point of the storm likely to 
break over the Balkans at any mo- 
ment. 

The Greek premier, Eleutherios Veni- 
zelos, has carried his policies through 
the Greek chamber with a majority 
of forty, some members not voting, but 
Havas’ Athens correspondent Is author- 
ity for the announcement that Venizelos 
later resigned because King Constan- 
tine informed him that he was unable 
to support the policy of his ministry. 

The French have landed seventy 
thousand troops at  Saloniki. The 
entente powers previously had notified 
the Greek government of this inten- 
tion, and while the government made 
a formal protest no impediments were 
put in the way. 

Replying to an interpellation respect- 
ing the occupation of Salonitki, Premier 
Venizelos said: “They (the entente 
powers) offer Serbia, Greece's ally, suc- 
cor in the event of circumstances 
which would require Greece herself, 


Bulgaria, However, Hesi- 
tates, and Has Not Yet De- 
cided on Answer to Russian 
Ultimatum — Strong Pro- 
Russian Party in Bulgaria. 


Athens, October 5§.—(Via Paris, Octo-~ 
ber 6.)—Premier Radoslavoff, of Bul- 
garia, has assured the Greek minister 
at Sofia that Bulgaria will not attack 
Serbia unless aggressive action against 
her first is taken by Austria and Ger- 
many, in which case Bulgaria will be 
obliged to act against her neighbor. 


London, Octobe 5.—Russia’s ulti- 
matum to Bulgaria expired at 4 o'clock 
this afternoon, but up to @ late hour 
tonight, so far as known in London, 
no answer had been received and none 
was expected. 

It is taken for granted here that 
King Ferdinand and his ministers are 
committed definitely to the Germanic 
allies and in return for territory to be 
ceded after the war—perhaps some 
ports, including Constantinople and all 
that remains of Huropean Turkey—has 
undertaken to assist actively in opera- 
tions against Serbia, thus hoping tv 
open the way to the Sea of Marmora 
for the Austro-German army. 

The entente powers, in this 
have landed or ere landing a force at 
Saloniki to protect the main railway 
through Serbia and Greece, and to give 
what assistance it can to the Balkan 
allies, should they be attacked by Bul- 
garia.

GREEK CONGRESS 
SUPPORTS VENIZELOS. 


Athens, October 5.—(Via WLondon.)—~ 
After Premier Venizelos had explained 
to the embassy of deputies the circum- 
stances connected with the landing of 
allied troops at Saloniki the chamber 
passed a vote of confidence in the gov- 
ernment. The vote was 142 to 102, with 
13 members not voting. 

The opposition leaders attacked the 
premier bitterly. They accused him 
of unnecessarily leading the~ country 
into the war on the side of the allies. 

The chamber was in session all night 
and adjourned at 4:30 o’clock this morn- 
ing. 

Premier Venizelos accused the oppo- 
sition press of “selling its honor to 
German propagandists.” Represent- 
atives of the opposition journals in the 
press gallery arose and attempted to 
file out im protest. They were pre- 
vented from leaving by a crowd which 
massed behind the press boxes, and 
were compelled to stand there, the tar- 
get of hisses and catcalls from the 
crowdei galleries and the floor of the 
cham ber.

70,000 FRENCH TROOPS 
LAND AT SALONIKI. 

Athens, Sunday, October 3.—(Via 
Paris, October 6.—Delayed in trans- 
mission.)—-The French troops, landing 
from five transports at <:Saloniki, 
Greece, consist of 70,000 men. They 
will proceed along the Guevgheli- 
Uskup railroad to guard the line. 


Paris, October 5.—France notified 
Greece on the arrival of the first de- 
tachment of French troops at Saloniki 
that they were going to help Serbia. 
Premier Venizelos replied, protesting 
against the prospect of foreign troops 
,passing through Greek territory, on 
the ground that it violated Greek neu- 
trality.

ARMIES OF RUSSIA 
BEGIN OFFENSIVE 
UN A WIDE FRON! 


From Riga to the Southeast 
of Vilna the Czar’s Troops 
Arein Strong Drive Against 
the Germans. 


London, October 5.—Russia, whose 


armies for five months have been re- 
tiring, has begun an energetic of- 
fensive along a wide front from Riga 
to southeast of Vilna, and, according 
to reports, has met with considerable 
success. This is denied Dy 3erlin, 
which says that all Russian attacks 
have been repulsed. 

In the west the big guns again have 
undertaken the task of attempting to 
level the German entrenchments, pre- 
sumably in prparation for a continua- 
tion of the attacks which proved suc- 
cessful in Artois and Champagne. In 
some sectors there has been infantry 
fighting in which a trench, or a. few 
yards of a trench, changed hands, this 
being particularly the case in the areas 
where the allies have made their gains 
and where the Germans are trying to 
win back lost ground. 

The British fleet, too, is bombarding 
German positions on the coast of 
Belgium. 

Loss of the Hohenzollern redoubt near 
La Bassee, as announced yesterday by 
Field Marshal French, was a Keen dis- 
appointment to England. It is assumed 
the British troops, after their rush for- 
ward over a comparatively wide front, 
did not have sufficient time to consoli- 
date this difficult position. The Brit- 
ish commander’s admission of the loss 
was tempered with the statement that 
German counter attacks had been 
beaten off along the remainder of the 
British front. 


GAINS CLAIMED 


BY THE RUSSIANS. 


Petrograd, October 5.—(Via London, 
October 6.)—The following official com- 
munication from general headquarters 
was issued tonight: 

“There have been several engige- 
ments on the Riga front. North of 
Birshallen our troops occupied a portion 
of the German trenches. The fighting 
continues along the lines of Lakes 
Demmen, Dreswiaty, Medziol and Vich- 
nev.

Thirty or more persons were at the 
pier to bid farewell to Dr. Dumba. 

The recall of Dr. Dumba was due to 
the sejzure by agents of the British 
government of messages from the am- 
bassador to his g@overnment which had 
been carried across the ocean by James 
FE. Archibald, an American. This 
took place early last month. Copies 
of the dispatches were communicated 
by the British governnient to the United 
States, and on September 9 the secre- 
tary of state announced that he had 
instructed the American ambassador at 
Vienna to deliver a note to Austria 
notifying that country that Dr. Dumba 
Was no ionger acceptable as an ambas- 
sador. In the note to Austria, Secre- 
tary Lansing stated that Dr. Dumba 
admitted that he proposed to his gov- 
ernment plans to instigate strikes in 
American manufacturing plants -en- 
gaged in the production of munitions 
of war, and that he employed Archi- 
bald to bear official dispatches to the 
Austrian government. This latter ac- 
tion was stigmatized by Mr. Lansing 
as a “flagrant violation of diplomatic 
propriety.” | 

Ten days later Dr. Dumba sent a 
note to Mr. Lansing denying that his 
proposal to interfere with the manufac- 
ture of war munitions was an intrusion 
in the domestic affairs of this country, 
or that his employment of Mr. Archi- 
bald as a messenger was improper.

CONGRESSMAN HOWARD 
TELS OF WADSWORTH 


Hon. William Schley Howard, con- 
gressman from the fifth district, in an 
interview given out Tuesday night 


“srelative to the statement of John W. 


Green, vice president of the Cotton 
Growers’ Co-operative society, which 
was carried in Tuesday morning’s Con- 
Stitution, said: 

“In July, 1912, Mr. P. C. Wadsworth 
came to Washington and presented to 
me letters from various constituents 
of mine testifying to his high charac- 
ter, the soundness of his proposition 
and his great information relative to 
cotton conditions in the south. These 
letters introduced Mr. Wadsworth as 
president of the Cotton Growers’ Co- 
operative society, and asked my as- 
Sistance in helping him in any way 
consistent with my duties to place his 
proposition before the public. 

“On July 19, 1912, Mr. Wadsworth ex- 
tended an invitation to all southern 
senators and congressmen to hear an 
address which he delivered upon the 
cotton situation in the south. There 
were many senators and congressmen 
present and the proposition as _ set 
forth in Mr. Wadswortn‘s remarks por- 
trayed conditions in the south, the slip- 
shod method of marketing the cotton 
crop, and in fact dealt with a condi- 
tion we all knew to exist. 

“Mr. Wadsworth claimed in this ad- 

dress to have the backing of prominent 
European and American bankers to the 
extent of a sufficient amount of capi- 
tal to handle the southern cotton crop, 
and he unfolded in this address a prop- 
osition to stabilize the price of cotton 
at fifteen cents per pound. Well, of 
course, any congressman representing 
a cotton-growing state in part would 
have been most derelict in his duty if 
he had not offered to give assistance 
in any way that was honorable to a 
man who was going to prove such a 
great blessing to his own section of the 
country. 
“After this address—which I admit 
'impressed me as well as many sena- 
‘tors and congressmen—I had requests 
cabin congressmen and senators for 
copies of the Wadsworth speech, they 
knowing Wadsworth to be from my 
district, and as there was a bill pend- 
ing in congress for the establishment 
of a bureau of markets, and as Mr. 
Wadsworth’s plan was not only unique 
but, per se, practicable, of my own 
volition, for the information of senators 
and congressmen as to what this prop- 
osition was as distinguished from the 
George Doyle Wadley scheme, I had 
printed in the record in full the speech 
of Mr. Wadsworth, and I had 5,000 
copies of this speech printed in pam- 
phlet form, many of which I sent out 
to my farmer friends in the fifth con- 
gressional district; a great many were 
furnished to southern senators and 
congressmen upon my _ request, and 
probably twelve or fifteen hundred 
were given to Mr. Wadsworth, and they 
were paid for by me at the usual rate 
charged at the government printing 
office for such printing. 

“If Mr. Wadsworth’s proposition had 
gone through, as he represented in 
his address, as appears in the record, 
was a surety, then the south would 
have been emancipated forever and 
cotton would in fact have been ‘King 


Cotton.’ 

“This is all I had to do with Mr. 
Wadsworth, and if he has turned out 
to be a rascal and has duped anybody 
or has violated any of the federal stat- 
utes, he certainly has done so since 
these splendid men in my district 
vouched for his integrity, his honesty 
and his ability. I am sure he did not 
beat me out of anything and so far as 
I have been able to ascertain he did 
not beat any of the senators and con- 
sressmen who were as much interested 
n their cotton-growing constituents 
as I. There was no indiscriminate use 
of my frank by Wadsworth and there 
has never been any such use given 
to my frank and as long as I remain in 
congress there will be no such abuse 
of the franking privilege. 

“His proposition was a beautiful one 
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and I sincerely hope and pray to God 
that some day such a scheme will be 
put into actual practice and that the 
farmers of the cotton-growing states 
will be assured by such a proposition 
of at least a reasonable profit on their 
sweat and muscle.”

Editor Constitution: I read with much in- 
terest Mrs. Peel’s talk, also her articles since 
and your editorials, and I think it is splendid 
that the women have taken interest in the 
betterment of our great city. I am glad to 
see they are taking more interest in city af- 
fairs. I am sure all of us have the good of 
Atlanta at heart, and civic pride goes hand 
in hand with improvement and beautifying 
our metropolis. 

We should not criticise too severely, how- 
ever. I returned yesterday from New York, 
and of all the years I have been going there 
I never saw Broadway as torn up and de- 
moralized. You know a “finished” city is 
a dead city. Building and repairing show 
progress. Our streets must be fixed, but how 
about our crowded downtown condition, and 
what future plans are we making? 

While sitting all day recently in our mag- 
nificent new courthouse, looking towards the 
capitol of our state, it occurred to me that 
with the need of a new executive mansion, 
and particularly of a downtown park, which 
Atlanta needs worse than anything else, and 
with her need for a new police station, cen- 
tral high school building, city market, county 
jail, etc., that the remainder of the block on 
which the courthouse stands could be adorn- 
ed with buildings of the same style of archi- 
tecture and beauty as that of our new county 
courthouse, and have the new buildings face 
toward the capitol. It then occurred to me 
that the block bounded by Washington, Hun- 
ter and Mitchell streets and Central avenue, 
could be condemned or bought at less ex- 
pense than most any other block in the center 
of the city, because the city already has a 
fire engine house on one corner and there 
are three or four churches in this block that 
could easily build at other places, and there 
are no other imposing buildings of any kind; 
therefore, this block could be beautified and 
improved into a park, and with the state capi- 
tol facing a pars of this kind, and the county 
and city buildings of tmposing architecture, 
it would be quite in keeping with other im- 
provement that is coming when we build the 
plaza over the railroad gorge in the center of 
the city. 

Another park should be made out of the 
triangle block facing the auditorium, bounded 
by Courtland and Gilmer streets and Edge- 
wood avenue. Both these parks could, I be- 
lieve, be handled more conveniently at the 
present status of our city than at some fu- 
ture time, and I believe should be considered 
in the bond issue before it is taken up next 
year. I think it would be a happy plan for 
the state, county and city to work together 
in a matter of this kind for the benefit of all. 
Look at the park in Richmond, Va., down- 
town and yet around their state capitol. 
Memphis, New Orleans, Savannah and other 
southern cities have downtown breathing 
spots—where is ours?

T. Larry Gantt Writes 
About the Boll Weevil 


Editor Constitution: I take my pen in 
hand to drap you a few lines to tell you 
what I know about the cotton boll weevil, 
which pest, I see, has invaded your grand 
old state. For three years I have lived in 
Jones county, Mississippi, the very heart and 
center of weevil-infested territory, and I 
think I know as much about the pest as 
those experts Uncle Sam has cavorting 
over Georgia getting up and addressing 
meetings to fight the weevil. 

Sherman said that “War is hell,” and I 
assure you that same pen portrait, or what- 
ever you may designate it, applies to the 
cotton boll weevil. 

When I was an honest, horny-handed tiller 
of the soil, farmers contended it took thir- 
teen months to make a crop of cotton; but 
under boll weevil conditions it takes at least 
fourteen months of the hardest kind of work. 
It is true that you can grow cotton in spite 
of the weevil, but under the most favorable 
conditions a farmer cannot make over half a 
crop, and the staple is of inferior grade. 
selling for from one-quarter to one-half a 
cent below the market. And you just can’t 
raise boll weevil cotton with negro labor, 
for the darky will not do the required and 
For instance, the fields 
must be gone over every ten days, each 
punctured boll gathered and the. stalks 
searched for the pests, just like looking over 
a nigger’s head for what may be found, and 
these burned. 

The hardest money a farmer ever made is 
from boll weevil cotton. To show you what 
this little pest will do, I saw in this county 
one nine-acre patch of cotton that would 
have made over a bale per acre. But Mr. 
Weevil struck it, and the farmer only gath- 
ered 209 pounds of inferior lint from the 
entire lot; and this is about an average 
yield where the weevil gets a good hold. 

Weevil Is a Hardy Customer. 

I see that your farmers are advised to 
burn old stalks. I am not very well posted 
on the scripture, but I think there is a pas- 
sage that reads: “In my Father's house 


there are many mansions,” or words to that | 


effect. The boll weevil has also many man- 
sions outside of old cotton stalks. They 
hibernate during the winter months under 
the bark of pine trees, in rotten logs and 
trash, and every other imaginable place of 
habitation; they will thrive and propagate 
their species in any sort of climate, live 
content and raise large families in a block 
of ice, or on top of a red-hot stove. 

I do not think the weevil will ever invade 
your Piedmont escarpment, and I doubt if 
they move farther north than Hancock 
county; but farmers living .south of McDuf- 
fie had as well make up their minds to the 
invasion. To grow cotton, I would not give 
ten cents per acre for the best farming land 
in Georgia after the boll weevil once gets a 
good toe-holt in the state. 

To show you what the weevil does for 
the cotton-grower, Jesse Walters, a good 
citizen and industrious farmer of this coun- 
ty, was in town recently with a small roll 
of greenbacks he had made selling water- 
melons, syrup and sweet potatoes. I told 
Jesse I thought the boll weevil had eaten 
up all the farmer’s money. Jesse replied 
that they had, and for two or three years 
they learned to do without currency and 
resorted to a bartering business; but they 
are now raising other crops, and with the 
help of an occasional bale of cotton, were 
slowly but surely getting alé@ad. 

Cut the Value of Land. 

The advent of this pest absolutely de- 
stroyed the value of farming land in this 
community, and you could not borrow from 
a bank $10 on the finest farm in the coun- 
try, and the financial stagnation also struck 
town property. But this is a fine country, 
with the whole land covered with naturai 
gzrasses—only one acre in fifty being in cul- 
tivation—and we are gradually developing 
into a stock-raising section. 

I see that my old friend Jim Price is 
strenuously at work combating the weeyiji]——~— 
traveling over the state in a motor car and 
holding indignation meetings, meetings of 
protestation, prayer meetings and every oth- 
er kind of meeting in a vain hope of erad- 
icating the pest. 

Now, I know Jim Price of old, and hk: is 
one of the finest ana biggest-hearted fel- 
lows living; but I very much doubt if Jim's 
prayers will ever ascend high enough to 
harm the weevil. And as to those public meet- 
ings he ig getting up, they remind me of a 
story told by Charlie Baldwin, of Athens. 
Charlie said that when Sherman’s army was 
marching through Georgia a detachment of 
federal troops were reported near the little 
town of Ellaville, where he then lived. An

CHARGE FOUR ATLANTA SODA FOUNTS | 
WITH VIOLATING PURE MILK LAWS 


Solicitor General Hugh Dorsey will be 
furnished with evidence against four well- 
known Atlanta soda dispensaries today, 
which will be the basis for action in the 
courts against these firms on the charge of 
violation of the pure milk act of the general 
assembly of 1914. 

The pure milk act stipulates that any vio- 
lation shall be classified as a misdemeanor, 
and punishable as such. 

State Weterinarian Peter F. Bahnsen, 
with his agents, has gathered the evidence 
against the Atlanta firms. The following 
are the firms against whom proceedings 
will be instituted this morning: 

United Cigar Stores, six violations charg- 
ed, high bacterial count in milk; Atlanta 
Creamery, 114 Edgewood avenue, six charges; 
Hood's Pharmacy, 431 Marietta street, one 
violation, and White House cafe, 236 Court- 
land street, one violation. 

The reports filed with the solicitor gen- 
eral contain charges that in some instances 


the bacterial count of the milk tested by the 
state’s agents ran as high as 15,000,000 to 
the cubic centimeter, a cubic centimeter 
comprising abut fifteen drops of milk. 

Mr. Bahnsen explained his action against 
the Atlanta dealers. as follows: 

“Public decency has demanded that I take 
action against these firms. I have warned 
them a number of times, and asked them 
to co-operate with us. The cases are made 
only where we failed to get any co-opera- 
tion on the part of the managements. Ir 
must safeguard public interest as provided 
under the pure milk act of 1914. Other 
cases will be made as soon as we can get 
to them, and cases will be made in other 
cities against soda dispensers and dairies.", 

Mr. Bahnsen also stated that he only 
made cases against those dealers where the 
bacterial count ran higher than 500,000 per 
cubic centimeter. 

He also added that he would institute 
charges against two Macon firms, the names 
of which he withheld. 


call a meeting of the citizens in the town 
hall and pass resolutions protesting to Gen- 
eral Sherman against his troops invading 
Ellaville.” 

Meetings of Little Good, 

It strikes me that those protesting, anti- 
cotton boll weevil meetings now being held 
over Georgia will prove just about as effi- 
cacious in getting rid of the pest as the res- 
olutions suggested by the Ellaville citizen 
to stay Sherman's march. 

But I don’t want to be understood as 
casting one straw in the way of my old 
friend, Jim Price. Jim is a practical and 
successful farmer and stock-raiser, and is 
one of the best commissioners of agricul- 
ture Georgia ever had. 

We are told that “the poor we will al- 
ways have with us,” and this applies with 
equal force to the cotton boll weevil when 
it strikes a country. This section was not 
so wiuch infested the past season, owing to 
a long drought and a reduced cotton acfre- 
age; but if we have plenty of moisture next 
year, they will be on us again by the mil- 
lions. 

The best advice I can give my old Geor- 
gia friends is to accept this plague with 
Christian resignation, to sell off their motor 
cars and other superfluities, and go to rais- 
ing cattle and foodstuffs, or make up their 
minds to accept honest poverty. By burning 
stalks they will get rid of a few weevils, 
but bear in mind that the deceased will 
leave myriads of live and prolific relatives, 
and when cotton begins next spring to take 
on squares they are going to appear in 
countless numbers to hold wakes over their 
departed friends. 

But there is no danger of any man starv- 
ing in Georgia, and farmers must supplant 
the fleecy staple with food crops and learn 
to do without money. They can resort to old 
frontier currency, when a man would walk 
into a barroom, take a drink, throw down a 
coonskin and be given a rabbit skin in 
change. But I say to you, in all truth and 
earnestness, don’t hug the hallucination to 
your bosom, Mr. Georgia Farmer, that you 
can ever exterminate the boll weevil when 
the pest once takes up its abode among you, 
or that you are going to have any picnic 
raising cotton under boll weevil conditions.

The Railway Pay Problem. 


Editor Constitution: There should be no 
problem in the settlement of this matter. 
The parties interested should be so fair and 
open-minded, and so obsessed with a will to 
be just, and a heart to do right, that there 
could be no trouble in safeguarding the 
rights of all. 

In a government like ours all the par- 
ties interested in carrying mails are mutual- 
ly dependent. The government owns no rail- 
roads—it must depend upon existing lines 
owned and controlled by a corporate body of 
citizens to carry its mails of all classes. 


The railroads must obey all laws enacted by $ 


the congress, and are therefore dependent 
upon the congress for just laws governing 
mail traffic. The people are dependent on 
both the congress and the railroads and they 
want good service at fair pay. 

Let it be remembered that all business 
in this day and time must be conducted_9pn 
mutual faith and confidence in the honesty 
and integrity of all the parties concerned. 
Government officials are chosen in the belief 
that they will be fair and just in the ad- 
ministration of law. Railroad presidents are 
selected, not because they are brigands, but 
because they are men of large experience 
and recognized integrity, whose constant aim 
is to give the people efficient service for 
reasonable remuneration. The great mass 
of American people who are taxed to sup- 
port the government, and who pay for the 
maintenance of the railroads, will cheerfully 
pay their part of the common burden when 
they have faith that everybody is getting a 
“square deal.” 

These premises seem to be sound and of 
universal application. They may help_in any 
patient analysis and intelligent study of the 
Moon bill that was before congress at its 
last session. Representative John A. Moon, 
of Tennessee, attempted to secure the pas- 
sage of his railway pay bill through con- 
gress in the last hours of its session on 
March 3 and 4, 1915. 

Bill Failed to Pass Congress. 
All fair-minded men must admit that the 


effort to fasten so important a matter as 
this railway pay bill as a “rider” on an ap- 


propriation bill has an ugly look on the face . 


of it. Representing one of the contracting 
parties, Representative Moon appears in an 
attempt to secure legislation which will give 
despotic power that will compel the other 
contracting party to do all its unrestrained 
bidding. In our democratic government peo- 
ple will not long endure any form of oppres- 
sion. Any contract that Is secured by any 
means known to be unjust and unfair to 
either party to the contract must be re- 
garded by all fair-minded people as being 
oppressive. 

Up to this good hour all contracts that 
have been made with railroads for carrying 
mails. the world over, seems to have been 
made on a weight basis and not on a space 
basis. It seems to be universally admitted 
that the “wear and tear’ on engines, cars, 
rails, etc., does not depend on the space oc- 
cupied by the freight carried, but on the 
weight of the freight carried. It is weight and 
not space that produces friction and wear. 
The government has always rated the post- 
age paid on all mails by the weight of the 
matter, and not the space occupied by the 
matter. Why should the government charge 
for+ postage on a weight basis and then 
make the railroads carry the mails on a 
space basis? 

The fundamental defect of the space 
scheme of payment that car space can 
never be a measure of the service rendered. 
The people from the beginning have paid 
taxes for service and not for space. Yet the 
Moon bill proposes to allow the postmaster 
general to continue to charge the people for 
postage by weight and then pay the railroads 
for carrying mails by space. It offers no tables 
of experience by which proper remuneration 
for carrying mails may be fixed. It simply 
gives the postmaster general despotic power 
to fix the pay according to car capacity, 
which he may change at will; provided the 
pay shall not exceed a fixed limit.

This bill says in substance that the poste 
master general shall fix rates for carrying 
mail on a space basis, prepare a contract on 
these rates so fixed and compel compliance 
with this contract under heavy penalty. The 
postmaster general is not required to appear 
in any court with evidence showing that 
the rates of pay which he fixes are reasonae 
ble and just. The railroads must accep§ 
such pay as he offers them or be severely 
punished for their refusal. Even in a polit- 
ical game the people want the game played 
fairly. 

The railroads have shown by the submis- 
sion of facts and figures that nobody has 
questioned that their revenue from handling 
the mail is much less than the revenue they 
receive from any other class of business. 
They contend, with apparent justice, that 
since the introduction of parcel post they 
have received relatively much less pay for 
carrying the mails than before. Every com- 
mission appointed by congress to investigate 
the matter of revenues from mails as com- 
pared with revenue from other classes of 
business done by the railroads has reported 
that the railroads are not overpaid for car- 
rying the mails. The railroads contend that 
the express traffic and the passenger traf- 
fic as compared with the mail traffic yield 
respectively 19 per cent and 37 per cent more 
than the transportation of the United States 
mail. 

The railroads also contend, with appar- 
ent justice, that in all the estimates given 
out as to the costs of carrying the mails by 
the postoffice department. no allowance 
whatever has ever been made by the post- 
office department for earning a return upon 
the property of the railroads devoted to the 
postal service. Let it not be forgotten that 
every investigation commission appointed 
by congress and every expert authority that 
has looked into the matter of postal earn- 
ings of the railroads have all reached the 
conclusion either that the railroads were 
underpaid for the service, or that they were 
not overpaid. 

The interstate commerce commission laid 
down a principle in the advance freight rate 
case July 29, 1914, that is absolutely ignored 
by the Moon bill. , The commission says: “In 
our opinion each branch of the service should 
contribute its proper share of the cost of op- 
eration and of return upon the property de- 
voted to the use of the public.” This ig 
sound doctrine. 


Rallroads for Yearly Weighing. 


The railroads are contending for the 
weighing of the mails at least once a year 
and the adjustment of pay according to the 
weight on every railway mail route. This 
contention seems to be just in view of the 
well-known fact that the mails are increas- 
ing in weight at a rapid rate every year. It 
might be fair for the railroads to pay for 
half of the expense of this annual weigh- 
ing. The railroads are also contending for 
pay for the use and operation of apartment 
postoffice cars, for which the present: law 
allows no pay, on a pro rata basis with the 
compensation allowed for full railway post- 
office cars. The astonishing thing about 
this matter is that the authorities would 
undertake to use property without offering 
to pay for it. The railroads also contend 
that they be paid for carrying the mails be- 
tween railroad stations and postoffices, or 
thaf they be relieved from carrying such 
mails. 

Thoughtful people all over our land are 
drifting to the conclusion that the ultimate 
solution of the railway mail pay problem 
lies in a reference of the whole matter to 
the interstate commerce commission, with 
complete power to act. Both the railroads 
and postoffice department would do well in 
asking that the settlement of the whole mat- 
ter should take this direction. The problem 
is not political, but economic. One of the 
authorities who has given a great amount 
of study to this question well says: “Refer- 
ence of this matter to the interstate com- 
merce commission would round out and 
make complete, as far as interstate traffie is 
concerned, the regulative authority of the 
commission, and so give full opportunity for 
testing out the system of public regulation of 
railroads which this nation has adopted.

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Back Taxes From Georgia Rail- 
road—Make New Finance 
Sheet to Reduce Deficit. 


The October apportionment sheet for 
the city of Atlanta has been held up. 

Vetoed by the mayor? 

No, no! 

It is all because of a $40,000 check 
sent to the city Tuesday by the Geor- 
gia Railroad and Banking company for 
back taxes. 

The mayor has called the finance 
committee of council to meet in a spe- 
cial session Wednesday morning to 
hear the good news and to revise the 
October apportionment sheet to meet 
the unexpected windfall. 

This stroke of municipal good luck 
came at a time when the city was fac- 
ing a deficit of over $100,000, and when 
nearly all the departments were ask- 
ing for money they could not get. . 

The check, which is for $40,305.17, 
was received by the city attorney from 
Attorney S. H. Sibley, of Union Point, 
who has been representing the city in 
the tax litigation. 

This is how it all came about: 

Suit was brought against the Louis- 
ville and Nashville railroad company 
ana the Atlantic Coast Line for tne 
coOliection of taxes due the state, coun-~ 
ty and city by the Georgia Kailroad 
company, which had 
leased the road to Wiiliam M. Wad- 
ley for 100 years, and Wadley re-leased 
it to the Louisville and Nashville. it 
was claimed that the lease amounted 
practically to a sale and the payment 
of taxes should be made by the lessees. 

The suit was brought by the state 
comptroller general and the then at- 
torney general, Judge John C. Hart. 
Judge Newman held that the defend- 
ants should pay on the terminal prop- 
erties, and this decision was confirmed 
by the United States supreme court. 
After this decision an agreement was 
reached with the result that the state 
has been paid $20,472, with interest 
at 7 per cent, the city has received 
its share and the county of Fulton will 
get its part in a few days. 

Great joy has been caused at the 
city hall and a new October apportion- 
ment sheet will now be made up and 
submitced to a called session of council.
